Box 11: Contd. Applicants 1 arguments to claims 17 and 25 appear directed to 
claims 17 and 25 as proposed in the after final amendment and are thus, not 
persuasive. As for Applicants 1 arguments against the rejection of claim 41 , claim 41 
does not appear to present any "asymmetric spacing" while WIPO '828 in view of Oliver 
'1 16 does teach, or suggest an integral indexing means, that is an indexing groove, (as 
taught by 15 of Oliver '116), incorporated into at least one surface of the patient support 
device of WIPO '828. And, WIPO '828 in view of Oliver '116 does teach an indexing 
groove, (as 15 of Oliver '116 added to edges of support device 10 of WIPO '828), with 
the top surface of the device extending laterally beyond at least one sidewall, thereby 
forming a lip 26 of WIPO '828. As expressed within the final Office action, once forming 
an index positioning means along a sidewall of WIPO '828, (as is suggested by Oliver 
'116), the index positioning means would lie within the lip. 

Claim status: Claim 20 has been erroneously listed with claims 17, 18, 21-26, 28, 
and 33-35 as being rejected over Oliver '116 when, in fact, claim 20 has been 
withdrawn from consideration. Claim 20 being directed to the nonelected embodiment of 
Fig. 5A showing at least a portion 33 of one sidewall 31/33 is substantially perpendicular 
with respect to the top surface 30.
